First, Atta! clearly discloses the concept of asynchronous messages exchange through the network (col. 2, lines 1 1-20), wherein the 
application in the system continous to function during the wait for a request or for a response to a request and initiates an action (col. 2, 
lines 60-65). Second, instant claims do not refer to synchronous or asynchronous Remote Procedure Call (RPC), or refer to only data is 
communicated by the client , or refer to function are held in the server, rather the instant claims refer to "a call", which may be interpreted 
to include data and function as discloses by Attal. Third, the asynchronous message exchange of Attal inherently require tracing of 
message responses. Forth, the concept of asynchronous exchange of messages is not new in the art, applicant cited for example the 
work of Lin et al. which discloses a predefined parameter to identify a call (p 155, left col.), and included in the message header which is 
used for claiming the response by matching the incomming reply (p 155, right col.). Applicant also cited Ravishankar et al. where again 
aysnchronous RPC is discloses keeping track of RPC ID (p 534, right col. ). .
